I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1954. 

During  the  last  year  there  has  been  an  appreciable 

wo® 

drop  in  the  birth  rate.  The  adjusted  figure,  8.0  per^population, 
is  less  than  half  that  for  1952  and  1955*  and  compares  unfavour¬ 
ably  v;ith  the  figui’es  for  Anglesey  (15.9)  and  England  &  Wales  (15.2) 

There  has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  death  rate,  and  you 
will  note  that  the  figu2?o  for  Beaumaris  is  lower  than  that  for  the 
county  and  for  England  &  Wales. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  but  there  was  one  infant 

death. 

The  table  giving  causes  of  death  (compared  from  figures 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General)  shows  that  the  majority  of 
deaths  were  due  to  Heart  and  associated  vascular  diseases. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  but  two  new  cases  were 
reported  during  the  year.  There  was  complete  freedom  from 
whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  due,  in  the  main,  to  the  national 
drive  towards  protective  immunisation  measures. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  borough,  as  reported 
by  the  sanitary  inspector,  have  improved  with  the  occupation  of  I 

further  t^/^enty  council  houses  during  the  year.  There  are  still  I 

several  families  living  in  substandard  dwellings  who  should  I 

be  considered  for  rehousing.  I
